INITIATIVES RELATING TO HUMAN RIGHTS MACHINERY BUILDING 
ON DISCUSSION BETWEEN ALLARD LOWENSTEIN AND FOREIGN 
MINISTER FRYDENLUND IN MARCH BUT INCLUDING OTHER UN 
ISSUES AS WELL. HE NOTED THAT IT IS POSSIBLE THAT

5. FOR OSLO: BAKER HAS DISCUSSED WITH NORWEGIAN 
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EMBASSY POSSIBILITY OF JULY 8 CONSULTATIONS WITH 
NORWEGIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY WITH PARTICULAR FOCUS ON 
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INITIATIVES RELATING TO HUMAN RIGHTS MACHINERY BUILDING 
ON DISCUSSION BETWEEN ALLARD LOWENSTEIN AND FOREIGN
